1982 AUDIT 


The 1982 audit of MDARC finances shows 
that we were able to stay within the funds 
budgeted for the year. The Club income 

was $7,985.41 and expenses amounted to 
$6,594.71 leaving a total of $1,390.70 

in the checking account. Of this sum 
$955.00 represents 1983 memberships while 
$400.00 was earmarked for the 1982 Dir- 
ectory and will carry over to the 1983 
budget for this purpose.

The only reason 
is that nobody volunteered to teach the 
theory!

YOUR PLACE OR OUR'S 


On December 31, 1983 one hundred 
sixteen people decided not to ring in 
the New Year as guests of the Contra 
Costa County Jail. Instead, these 
responsible inebriates had the pleasure 
of being chauffeured to their humble 
abodes courtesy of the Contra Costa 
County Sheriff's Posse and the amateur 
radio community. 


Sheriff Richard K. Rainey approach- 
ed John Montagh, KA6BSN, early in Dec- 
ember about the possibility of involving 
hams in his New Year's Eve, "Your Place 
or Our's" program. This program gave 
individuals who were intoxicated a means 
for getting home to "Your Place", If 
they got caught driving while intoxicated, 
they got to come to "Our Place''--THE JAIL!

Strader, N6EUT; Chuck Welch, WA6MWU and 
Joe Campbell KD6DY volunteered. WA6ZFZ 
gathered Lou Sutherland, KA6QGV; Vincent 
Hochderffer, WB6JDO and Amos Sparks, 
WBOAED from East County. Permission 
was gained to use the 4 C's, WD6EZC re- 
peater on 145.11 for West County, Rocky 
Ridge Repeater Group W6CX repeater on 
147.06 for Central County and the CCRA 
WAGWVH repeater on 147,735 for East County. 


Now that the operators and repeaters 
were lined up, some technical problems 
had to be addressed...mainly, there was 
no antenna at County Communications 
(Comm 7) in Martinez. This was quickly 
corrected when the Contra Costa Repeater 
Association donated a Ringo Ranger to 
the Sheriff's Office.
